monftrate our Rights. 
But if any one may ſpeak of the adyatages

that end, But requires abundance of Labor 
in the preparation, yet once obtain'd, it is

and good, and leaſt noxious, are ſcatce 
and rare, and ſeldome. obtain'd by. 
Man, but after the greateſt difficulties,and 
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-- hardeſt labours, as is witneſſed by Heſed, fy 
> That the Gods place Sweat before Glory, - 
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and the old Rowan: permitting any man 
to ſet his foot into the temple of Honour, 
before they had paſt through the chap- 
pel of Vertue. Nay, even in common 
things, before we can eat the Nut,we muſt 
firſt crack it, and throw away. the ſhells ; 
So-before man can uſe Flaxe to the beſt 
advantage, it muſt be ſo prepar'd, that 
| firſt the ſeeds muſt be thrown into a 
ground excellently well manur'd, and 
when *tis growne up. ſo much as to carry 
the ſhape of a plant,it muſt be often freed 
from ſome other more unworthy weeds 
as may- peſter it. When tis ripe, then tis 
to be pluck'd up, then the ſeeds are to be 
ſeparated by drawing them through 
combes or rakes; next, theſe being re- 


ſerv'd, all the reſt muſt be macerated 1n 


water, that it may putrifie for almoſt 1 2.

In the 
Seed, either for it ſelfe, or for the Oyle 
drawne out of it; in it ſeife, as in medi- 
cine, the ſeed is applyed for emolliency 
and maturation ; the Qyle extracted from 
if, is of ſo piercinga tenuity, that it can 
onely.be preſerv'd in Glaſſes or Bladders, 
not in any Earthen Yeſlells, be they ne- 
ver ſo well prepar'd, for -it' {ſweats and 
evaporates through them.
